* dl. Neture of violations: 


Meseacre of approxlastely 120 Awerican prisoners of wer with smaÌl arms and 
-— gun fire after they had boen searched and disarmed, and were then dsseabled 
in a field with their hands up in the air. Later, wounded American P™'e and those 
who showed signe of life were killed by pistol or rifle bullets fired at close range, 
or by crushing in the skull with a rifle butt or other heavy object. In several 
ceses, there was meltreataent of a dead body in that both eyes of an American PT 
were gouged out, probably while he was still alive.

In a field southwest of and in the vicinity west of crossroads ROLE 
the village of Baumes, Pelgiwa, approximately 24 miles southeast of Malmedy, 
Belgium, at Approximately 1400 houre, 17 Deceaber 1944. 


3. Prief ri o See it A for ske ' 


a. At about 1400 hours, 17 December 1944, hattery B, 285th Field Artillery 
Observation Rattalion, was traveling in a convoy going south on the highway between 
Walaedy and St. Vith, Belgium. As the last vehicles in the convoy were clearing the 
crossroads at Raugnes (coordinate k-414019) and while most of the vehicles were on 
the straight stretch of road (Highway N-23) going south from this crossroads toward 
St. Vith, the entire colum was suddenly fired upon by machine gun and artillery fire 
frou the direction of the road (Highway N-32) going to “elenes and from 4 wopdod area 
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vehicles halted and most of the officers 
and enlisted men jumped into a ditch along the west side of Highway N-23. A‘ fow of 
the soldiers, including Cpl.' 7. Greeff, Opl. Robert P. Conrad, T/5 Bugene H., 
Garrett, Pfc Donald L. Bower, 17/5 Tarren R, Sehmitt, and T/4 Robert P, Mearig, ran 
across A field toward the west and hid in the woods, tall grass, brush, or ditches 
a short distance west of Highway N-23, and subsequently escaped without being 
e@ptured. A few other soldiers who were near the crossroads when the firing started, 
including 7/5 John A. O'Connell, T/L Selmer H. Leu, T/5 Harold N. Billow, all of 
Battery P, 285th FA Observation battalion, Pfe Jases k. McKinney, 575th Ambulance 
Company, and Pfo Hamer D. Ford of the 516th.mP Pettalion, who was directing traffic 
at the road junction, ran behind & brick house standing on the southwest corner of 


_ the road intersection and hid in a barn or shed. 


b. The machine gun and artillery fire on the colwm of Aserican vehicles oon- 
tinued for about ten to fifteen minutes and then two German tanks and some half-track 
vehicles cane down the road from the direction of Weismes, Upon reaching the inter 
section, these vehicles turned south on the road toward St. Vith. The tanks directed 
machine gun fire into the ditch slong the side of the road in which the American 
soldiers were crouching, and upon seeing this, the other American soldiers dropped 
their weapons and raised their aras over their heads. ‘The surrendering American 
soldiers were then required to march back to the road intersection, and while doing 
this and as they passed by some of the Cersan vehicles then on Highway l-23, Gerwan 
soldiers on these vehicles took from the Anerican prisoners of war such items as 
wrist watches, rings, and gloves. The Aserican soldiers were then assembled on the 
£t. Vith road in front of a house standing on the southwest corner of the inter- 
section. Other German saldiers who had arrived at the road intersection in tanks 
and half-track vehicles, further searched some of the captured Americans at this 
piace and also took valuables from then. 


c. American P's from units other than Pattery B, 285th PA Observation Battalion, 
were èlso placed in thie aseemblage. Some of these American soldiers from other 
unite had been previously captured by the German tank colum, or by individual 
German reconnaissance vehicles, and they had been forced to travel with the ferman 
column, or individual vehicles, to this road intersection. Among these were two 
officers and nine enlisted men of the Neconnaissance Company, 32nd Armored Negiment, 
who, “hile traveling south in four 1/4-ton trucks, were captured when they met the 
German column approximately one and one-half miles north of St. Vith. They were 
then forced to ride in their om PS. trucks in the German colum, estimated to 
have been approximetely two miles long, along à route on side roads toward the north 
and east of, the Malmedy-t. Vith highway. Prior to the capture of these eleven 
officers and enlisted men, at least one unidentified American soldier was Slready 
à prisoner of war in the German column. Earlier that dey, :5/Sgt Herman Johnson, 
Company X, 23d Infantry, 2nd Division, was also captured by a German tank, and after 
being questioned he was forced to ride in an armored car with the Germane for 
approximately three hours, while they engaged in reconnaissance and cutting comuni- 
cation lines. This armored car joined the other Geman vehicles at the Paugnes road 
intersection and S/Sgt Johnson was mede to join the other American P's, 
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d. One officer and five or six enlisted men of the 579th and 546th Ambulance 
Companies, who had been riding in ambulances and in & l/L-ton truck from Malmedy 
toward Yeismes, were also fired upon by the German eolumn when the vehicles approached 
or had passed the crossrosde st Baugnes. “ome of these individuals were then alno 
osptured and placed in the assemblage of the American P's on the road. likewise, 


' two trucks of the 66th Mngineer Rattalion (HP) upon approaching the road inters ection 


from the direction of Malmady behind the vehicles in the column of Pattery P, 225th 
PA Observation Pattalion, were halted and at least one of the "ngineer soldiers was 
taken prisoner. One wmidentified Lieutenant Colonel in an American Officer's uniform, 
apparently taken prisoner at about this same time, was also seen ät this crossroads, 
However, he was placed in a l/4-ton truek, under guard, and was driven down the road 
toward St. Vith. The evidence indicates that this officer had a head wound as his 
face was bandaged., Likewise, in another 1/i-ton truck, several Auerican soldiers 
with markings on their helmets "UOP" were taken away from the scene, under guard, 
towerd St. Vith. 


e, The American Pif'e who were assembled on the road near the intersection were 
then directed to go into 4 field south of the house (House No. 6) on the southwest 
corner of the intersection and west of the road going toward St, Vith., Medica aid 
men wearing the Red Crosse brassards on their sleeves, wanted to give first aid trest- 
ment to the Aserican wounded, but this they were denied ty the Germans. At, about 
this sane tine, & Germin light tank or half-track attempted to maneuver itself into 
position on the road so thet its cannon would be directed at the group of American 
p*'s gathered in the field approximétely twenty to twenty-five yards from the roid, 
This, however, was stopped by & Geman officer, apparently because the maneuvering 
of the vehicle into position on the road interferted with the traffic of other German 
vehicles. Shortuy after this, other German tanks and half-tracks came around the 
corner and proceeded along the road toward St. Vith., ‘Some of these stopped when 
they came opposite the field in whieh the unarmed American P"'s were standing in & 
group, with their hands up in the sir or clasped behind their heads. A German 
soldier, believed to be an officer or a noncommissioned officer, in one of these 
vehicles which stopped, raised up and pointed a pistol ‘and took deliberate aim and 
fired into the group of American P's, (ne of the American soldiers fell. This was 
repeated 4 second time and another American soldier in the group fell to the ground. 
At sbout this time, machine guns on two of the vehicles on the road started to fire 
into the group of Assrican P's in the field. All, or most of the American soldiers 
dropped to the ground and stayed there while the firing continued for two or three 
minutes. ‘ost of the individuals in the field were hit by thie machine gun fire. 
The German vehicles on the road then moved on toward the south and were followed by 
more veliiclos which also came from the direction of "eismes and as these latter 
vehicles came opposite the field in which the Aineriocan soldiers were lying, thay 
also fired with mall aras ‘from the moving vehicles at the prostrate bodies in the 
"field. 

f. Movements of German vehicles slong the road oceurred intermittently for 
epproximitely an hour and a-half, Shortly after the initial firing upon the Aserican 
pis in the field, a few of the Aserican soldiers attempted to run away from the 
scene, but they were fired upon and they did not go very far before they were hit 
and/or had to stop running. There is no evidence that any of these escaped or are

obtaining reparations from the German government on the daaage done to the house. 
This ie the only positive direct evidence that could be obtained in this investiga- 
tion regarding the identification of any Germen eoldiers who wore toetually present 
or took part in the atrocity. Mr. Lejoly denied seeing any of the subsequent — 
atrocities following the initial machine gun fire into the fieid where the American 
prte were assembled. He has not seen Prau Podarwe since he left her on that occasion 
and she could not be located during thie investigation. 


i. Another Henri Lejoly, age 50, living in House No. 7, while looking out of an 
upstairs window also saw the American P's being assembled in the field. The manner 
in which it was being done by the Gerwan soldiers made him suspect that they were 
going to shoot the Americans, Not wanting to be a witness to such an act, he left 
the window, but he heard the machine gun firing immediately afterwards. After going 
downstairs, he looked out through the door and saw several American soldiers run by 
his house in a northwesterly direction. He heard more firing and saw the American 
soldiers drop. He stayed in the house the rest of the day and did not witness any- 
thing olse. The following morning, 18 December 1944, he found two wounded. American 
soldiers in & shed by hie house, They stayed there for several days, during which 
time German soldiers, usually in pairs, came by daily and saw the two wounded 
pe The pairs of Cerman soldiers were stated to have been different ones 
each day, but there always was "one bad one" and "one good one," The bad one sented 
to kill the two Americans but the good one always objected to it. The testimony of 
Private Angelo Accetti, a wounded Cerman PY, who was located at the 189th Station 
Hospital, APO 562, on 17 January 1945, indicates that he was one of the German 
soldiers who saw these wounded men, (See "xhibit ©, pages 58 to 7L.) It was not 
practicable during this investigation to attempt identification of Accetti by 
ur. Lejoly, or by other members of his household. One of the American soldiers, 
believed to be S/Sgt John n. Osborne, 37022567, Battery P, 285th FA Observation 
Pattalion, died after two or three days, and he was removed from the shed and placed 
outside on the ground by vr. Lejoly. The identification or disposition of the other 
American soldier could not be determined, however, the evidence indicates that ne 
may have boen evacuated by the Germans.,

b. (1) "Witnesses description of type of enemy unites, deteils of clothing end 
equipment : 


(a) Type of enemy wit: Combat team, mainly composed of 5S troops 


T wearing the SS innignia on coat lapels, Also some parachutists, wearing wing 


insignias on breast pockets. 


(ù) Detaile of clothing: A variety of viben wore observed by the 
witnesses, The crews of the armored vehicles wore black uniforms with leather 
jackets over then, Other German soldiers wre camouflage suite over the normal 
uniform, described ae being dark green, light green, grey or black wmiforms, 
Shoulder tabs om the wiiforms were of different colors - yellow, light blue, and 
black. Headgear also véried, with some German soldiers weering steel helmets, tank 
helmets, peaked caps (like hunting o@ps), or caps similar to the U. 3., service cap. 
The deseription of the 5S insignia on cost lapels also varied from silver lightning. 
streaks on à very dark background to black streaks of on a light grey or 
a red background, The German soldiers who later killed the wounded American Pr's 
lying in the field with pistol and rifle fire at close range, wore black wiforns 
with boots and black pesked caps. One German officer wore a dark cap with E.» 
insiguis on the front center. One German soldier also wore a blue polka dot scarf. 


(2) Only ene Feldpost number wae obtained through interrogation of local 
inhabitants: PFeldposten 42935 (See "xhibit T). 


(3) Deseription of vehicles: Tanks =- Tiger, Panther, and vark ty, or light 
tanks, The Tiger tanks were equipped with flash hiders on the guns. One tank, 
described äs dns op and equipped with an S@mm gun had a marking on it "DeL 
(See Mchibit B, G ~723). Mother large tank had a mmber, either 831 or 631, 
on it (See Fxhibit B, page 233). Another tank had 639 marked on it in large numbers 
(See Fxhibit B, Q. 2152). No identifications on any other vehicles were obtained. 
The descriptions indicate that there were a considerable number of half-track vehicles 
in the colum. The evidence further shows that there were approximately 90 to 100 
track vehicles in the colum.

I believe they were mounted on 
vehicles but not positive, Moet of the fellows were hit by these bursts of 
machine guns. I being hit in the left shouldes and falling on the ground, 
like everyone else did, we lay there for quite some time, epproximately 15 
minutes, during thet time Germans would came up and if they heard anyone moaning 
in pain would shoot then with 4 pistol.

It wes crowded there, or for same other reason, they did 
not take us there but took us to another unit (the medical tag shows that 

this soldier was taken to the 2nd Unit, 47th Field Hospital, and was evacusted 
to the 77th *vecuation Hospital at Verviers).

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Uneworn statement of Johanna Lejoly, wife of Hen#i Lejoly, age 50, and 
resident of House No. 7 (see Fxhibit A for house location); 


She was at home on Sundáy afternoon, 17 Deceaber 1944, and her husband told 
her that the Germans were coming. She and her daughter stayed in the basenent of 
the house and later she came up and looked out of the window and saw American 
soldiers With their hands over their heads and without weapons, They were marched 
to the corner where she lost sight of them because of the house there (House No, 6). 
After that she and her daughter again went dow in the cellar and later when she 
cane wp, the house on the corner was burning. The following day they found two 
wounded American soldiers in the shed near the house and at least 100 Cerman soldiers 
were around there and looked at the two Averican soldiers. ‘ome of the German 
soldiers came in pairs, usually a bad one and a good one together. The bad one 
usually wanted to shoot the » undod American soldiers but the good one wouid not 
let him. They apparently were SS soldiers. 


I certify that Johanna Tejoly, resident of House No. 7, Bauges, 
Delgiwua, testified before me in substance as above, on the Ath 
day of January 19,5, at Malmedy, Rolgiwi.
